LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  December  1  states  as  follows: 

"Sporadic  inquiry  for  cotton  and  fairly  substantial  dealing  in  certain 
quarters  of  the  New  England  market  took  place  during  the  past  week, 
though  very  little  buying  interest  was  reported  by  New  Bedford  mills. 
Basis  quotations  have  changed  very  little  from  the  previous  week,  though 
some  claim  there  is  a  slightly  easier  tone  to  the  market  owing  to  a 
greater  number  of  offerings. 

*  *  * 
"Some  interest  in  Pima  cotton  was  reported  this  week,  even  though 

Pima  prices  have  shown  a  tendency  to  soar  much  more  rapidly  than  the 
rest  of  the  staple  cotton  list.     A  few  bales  changed  hands  here  this  week 
at  prices  said  to  be  between  28^  and  29  cents  for  number  one,  while 
number  twos  ranged  about  a  cent  lower.    Even  at  this  level  Pima  is  cheaper 
than  medium  grade  Sakel  which  is  auoted  around  25  to  25*  cents  plus  the' 
seven  cent  duty.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  December  15  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  struck  a  dull  spell  during  the  past  two  weeks 
and  there  was  very  little  trading  activity  here  or  in  any  of  the  other 
chief  New  England  cotton  centers.     Cotton  merchants  complained  that 
they  were  able  this  week  to  find  but  very  little  buying  interest  of 
any  kind.     Most  of  the  mill  men,  they  said,  were  not  even  interested 
enough  to  inquire  prices  or  to  look  at  samples.     On  the  other  hand 
offerings-  have  been  none  too  plentiful  either  and  some  merchants  say 
they  have  surprisingly  little  cotton  on  which  they  can  quote  a  firm  price. 

"Occasional  interest  in  Pima  cotton  is  r,  sorted,  with  a  few  bales 

sold  this  week  around  29  to  30  cents  for  ones  and  28  to  29  cents  for 

twos.     Medium  grade  Sakel  is  said  to  be  available  as  low  as  28  to  29 
cents  but  there  has  been  no  activity  this  week.
